night. 
Meanwhile at Anderson, Miss 
Hughel's father, Deputy Madi­ 
son County Prosecutor George 
Hughel, said Monday night he 
was leaving for Florida on the 
first available flight. 
“He’s very happy," an An­ 
derson Police detective said 
after Miss Hughel was rescued. 
He said extradition procedings 
would begin this morning to 
bring Morris to Indiana. 
The other warrant for Morris 
was issued Monday after Vir­ 
ginia “Giiray" Broderick, 22, 
was abducted Friday afternoon 
in Anderson. 
Mrs. Broderick and her 21- 
month-old son were taken at 
knifepoint and the woman was 
tied to a tree with nylon rope 
on the northeast side of In­ 
dianapolis. She was tied loosely 
with nylon rope and freed her­ 
self. The child was not hurt. 
Morris is also wanted, for 
questioning: in the kidnaping of 
Betty Garrett, 26, Anderson. 
Police said she was taken at

parked her Volkswagen at an 
Anderson shopping center. She 
was also tied loosely to a tree, 
this time using strips of her un­ 
derclothing, and abe also freed 
herself. 
Police said Morris is also un­ 
der suspicion for an incident 
when a man, also armed with a 
“rusty steak knife,” tried to 
force his way into the car driv­ 
en by Marcie Shipley, 21, An­ 
derson, Saturday morning. She 
jumped from the car and the 
man fled in her vehicle, which 
was later recovered.

Dr. Bowen Speaks To Chamber 


“Nothing can be potentially 
more destructive to our demo­ 
cracy than to surrender to those 
who would “Short circuit" or 
“Wire around'” its processes in 
the name of 
gaining rapid 
change, said Dr. Otis Bowen in 
Rushville Monday. 
Dr. Bowen is the Republican 
candidate for governor, oppos­ 
ing Matthew Welsh,. Democrat, 
in November. 
Dr. Bowen was first in a, ser­ 
ies of distinguished speakers at 
Rush. County Chamber of Com­ 
merce meeting: at the Durbin. 
The event attracted, approxi­ 
mately 75 at this first meeting. 
Dr.. Bowen said he was aware 
problems in our society do exist, 
and said he believes we must 
“marshal our most potent force, 
the collective wisdom of all of 
our people, and apply it to the 
machinery of our state, local, 
and Federal governments, to­ 
gether seeking an end to these 
problems." 
Taking the presence of state 
and Federal activity in local af­ 
fairs, particularly in the field of 
welfare, housing, education, etc. 
Bowen said these are responsi­ 
ble for much waste, inefficiency, 
and cost. But these programs 
are here to stay, he said — 
“Washington is not soon going 
out of the government business. 
From all appearances, it is here 
to stay." 
Dr. Bowen then said our dis­ 
putes and problems with Wash­ 
ington require action, not reac­ 
tion. He warned against pious, 
cynical withdrawal to isolation­ 
ism and calls for a strong voice - 
for Indiana in Washington “One 
that has input from Indiana, as 
well as output from Washing­ 
ton." 


Sign Of The Times — 
“Indiana Teacher99 Dies 


INDIANAPOLIS (UP1) — The 
oldest school “teacher" in Indi­ 
ana has died quietly at the age 
of 116 years. 
The Indiana Teacher, a mag­ 
azine founded in 1856, went out 
of existence with its summer 
issue, after spanning an educa­ 
tional. history that opened with, 
scattered, schools, mostly one- 
room, that were lucky to be 
open, three months of the year 
and non-mandatory attendance, 
to a time in which most public 
schools are bigger thin the ear­ 
ly colleges and pupils are man­ 
dated to attend until age 16, at 
least nine months of the year. 
The final issue of the Teacher 
contains a commeniary iron» 
the first editor, George B. Stone, 
in 1856, and the last editor, 
Naomi A. Whitesell. in 1972. 
Stone talks of the total state 
population of “a million and a 
quarter of human beings" and 
of the coming of a railroad age 
that would do away with the 
transportation inconveniences of 
horse-drawn vehicles and often 
impassable roads. 
Jhe 1856 magazine detailed 
the construction of 588 school 
houses at a total cost of $166,655 
—a figure that would not cover 
the planning for 
a 
modern, 
school structure which often, 
costs more than a million dol­ 
lars. 
Mrs. Whitesell, in her obituary 
for the Teacher, said the end of 
the magazine is due to the fact 
that on Sept. 1 this year, a 
unification of membership at lo­ 
cal, state and national levels 
will be effective. 
“Under unification every In­ 
diana State Teachers Associa­ 
tion member will be a member 
of the United Teaching Profes­ 
sion and will receive “Today’s 
Education," the national maga­ 
zine which previously wen' only 
to National Education Associa­ 
tion members," Mrs. Whitesell 
wrote. “This NEA publication 
has more staff, more sources 
for articles and more money for 


production than any slate mag­ 
azine could hope to have." 
The first magazine was the 
result of a proposal made at 
the 
organization 
meeting 
of 
ISTA in 1854 and it had no paid 
staff. Stone was superintendent 
of schools in India napolis at 
that time. One of his 'editorials 
■ in 1856—the first year of publi­ 
cation. —■ demanded to know: 
“'What kind of education can 
children acquire in schools last­ 
ing but three months? Our state 
now stained with the black 
sin of ranking lowest in the 
scale of intelligence of any of 
the free States." 
The editorial noted that Indi­ 
ana at that pioneer time had 
“71,000 free, white citizens over 
20 who can neither read nor 
write.” 
The 1856 Teacher mixed ad­ 
vice to teachers on improving 
their instruction with scolding 
legislators for penny-pinching, a 
formula that bears some resem­ 
blance to all other issues, in­ 
cluding the last one. 
In 1856, teachers were told the 
way to make scholars interest­ 
ed in education is “be interested 
yourself." and the lawmakers 
were told “the question is not 
how little can we get along 
with and. have 'the name of keep­ 
ing open a school system but 
how much can we expend prof­ 
itably.” 
In 1972, teachers are told the 
three ingredients that make a 
good reading program are that 
it be “varied, challenging and 
fun." ISTA executive director 
Ronald G. Jensen wrote in what 
he called “the final issue of the 
Indiana Teacher at least for the 
forseeable future" that he be­ 
lieves the next few years wUl 
bring 
majority 
funding 
o: 
schools from state and federal 
levels of government, all teach­ 
ers will be operating under a 
negotiations 
law, 
classroom 
teachers will be "functioning 
members of a single teacher 
organization" and their salary 
schedule will range from $10.000 
to $20,000.

The speaker said the solution 
to ills calls for action—“Action 
which begins at home and ends 
wherever the problem must ul­ 
timately be resolved, whether 
that be in the Courthouse, the 
State House, or in the balls of 
Congress."

ty. He called for “experience of 
all to be combined to aid the 
progress of all. 
The speaker was introduced 
by Paul Barada, executive sec­ 
retary of the Chamber of CDm- 
merce. Tom. Mattox, president 
was in. charge of the meeting. 
Prior to Dr. Bowen's address, 
Philip Wilkie made an appear­ 
ance to prai.se Dr. Bowen for 
legislation in regard: to medical 
and health care in the state of 
Indiana. Wilkie also took toe 
opportunity to point out the need 
for community action with rela­ 
tion to closing of Penn Central 
freight service here.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
space agency disciplined the 
three Apollo 15 astronauts to­ 
day for carrying 400 unauth­ 
orized postal covers to the 
moon and back last July and 
then turning 100 of them over 
to an acquaintance in West 
Germany. 
The 100 moon-stamped enve­ 
lopes later apparently 
were 
sold to stamp collectors for $1,-

tration said. 
NASA said after an investiga­ 
tion 
that 
astronauts 
David 
Scott, 
Alfred 
Worden

judgment in their action." 
“Therefore they will be repri­ 
manded and their actions will 
be given due consideration in 
their selection for future as­ 
signments," the agency said. 
Dr. George Low, NASA depu­ 
ty administrator, commented: 
“Astronauts are under ex­ 
treme stress in the months pre­ 
ceding a flight to' the moon, and 
their 'poor judgment in carrying: 
the unauthorized covers must 
be considered in this light. 
“Nonetheless. 
NASA cannot 
condone these actions." 
The Apollo 15 crew, like those 
on earlier moon missions, had 
NASA’s permission, within es­ 
tablished procedures, to carry 
personal 
souvenir-type 
items, 
including some postal covers. 
The permission was granted 
with the condition that the arti­ 
cles be retained by the astro­ 
nauts or be given to personal 
friends. They were not to be 
used for commercial or fund­ 
raising purposes or personal 
gain, NASA said.

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Reds Can’t Seem To Shake Home ‘Jinx’ 


By JOHN W. CHANCE 
Associated Press Writer 
CINCINNATI (AP)—The Cin­ 
cinnati Reds can't seem to 
shake the Riverfront Stadium 
jinx. 
In a very unusual situation 
for a division or pennant con­ 
tender, the Reds have a losing 
record at home—17-20. 
“If we knew the answer, we 
might b® able to do something 
about it/’ Cincinnati catcher 
John Bench said, echoing state­ 
ments made by manager Spar­ 
ky Anderson and some players. 
A few weeks ago, the Reds 
surged to the top of the Nation­ 
al League West Division on the 
strength of an outstanding road 
trip. At one stretch, they won 
10 of 11 away games. They now 
stand 28-11 on the road. 
But going back to when the 
Reds won the National League 
pennant in 1961, no team has 
won the pennant or a division 
race without having posted a 
47-34 mark or better at home. 
The San Francisco Giants won 
the pennant in 1962 and had a 
61-21 home record. 
“We just haven’t had good 
times at Riverfront," said 
Bench who has experiencd the 
most frustration in the confines 
of the 50,000-seat stadium 
where the Reds began playing 
midway through 1970. 
“I simply don’t know what 
the reason is," Anderson said 
after the Reds dropped their 
first doubleheader of the season

There are faults in "no fault" 
Insurtdee plans which are being 
given serious study by a task 
force of the Indiana General 
Assembly, 
Independent national polls in­ 
dicate that four out of five per­ 
sons nationally are for no fault 
insurance. Seven states, Florida. 
Massachusetts, Oregon, South 
Dakota, 
Delaware, 
Minnesota 
and Illinois, have adopted some 
type of no-fault insurance. Six­ 
teen other states have had some 
type of action in their legisla­ 
tures on the no fault concept. 
The Illinois law was held un­ 
constitutional, 
first 
on 
the 
grounds that It discriminated 
against 'the poor. Proponents of 
no fault claim it should be com­ 
pulsory to be effective. The Il­ 
linois Supreme Court found two 
other grounds to find it uncon­ 
stitutional. Observers claim it 
was hastily conceived and poor­ 
ly written. 
Puerto Rico and Ontario have 
no fault laws. The Hart-Magnu- 
son Bill establishing minimum 
national standards for no-fault 
insuratice is close to passage in 
the Senate. The House has its 
own 
version 
in the 
Eckert 
Bill, saying states "shall have" 
no fault, but leaving details to 
the individual states. 
Like President Nixon, I too. 
felt no-fault wax 
a 
concept 
whose time had come. Only 
major opposition was *rom the 
Trial 
Lawyers, 
Association, 
which hat undertaken a fund 
raising campaign among the 
25,000 members to launch a. 
"nation-wide battle for preser­ 
vation of our adversary system 
of justice." Their opposition was 
understandable, since some of 
the members cam up to 90 per 
cent of their income from ac­ 
cident cases. No fault bills bad 
been introduced in the last two 
sessions of the General Assem­ 
bly. Hearings had been held, but 
they failed to emerge from com­ 
mittees heavily ladened with 
attorney-legslators 
Faced with rising insurance 
'premiums, I looked with envy 
on the 37 per cent increase in 
premiums given Massachusetts 
motorists under their no-fault 
plan. Statistics also disclosed 
that the state had about 50:000 
fewer personal injury claims 
with the same number of acci­ 
dents. I studied figures showing 
that only about 50 per cent of 
the auto insurance dollars is re­ 
turned to' the holder in the form 
of payments of claims. 
In all fairness, 1 felt that I 
should study objections to no 
fault insurance- as closely as I 
studied the advantages. There­ 
fore, I interviewed Carl G. Win­ 
ter, an Indianapolis attorney 
with the firm of Yarllng, Win­ 
ter, Tunnel and Lamb. Winter 
has been chairman of the Indi­ 
ana sum Bar Association com­ 
mittee on auto accident repara­ 
tions since its inception four 
years ago. 
He has done considerable re­ 
search on no fault, has four 
file drawers of materials he has 
digested on the subject, attend­ 
ed numerous seminars and par­ 
ticipated. in a lirge number of 
panel discussions with national 
proponenta. He will appear to 
testify before the Indiana legis­ 
lative committee on July 19. 
Admitted to the' bar in 1926, he 
described his practice as "gen­ 
eral, with accident cases com­ 
prising about 90 per cent of the 
practice, about equally divided 
between 'representing the plain­ 
tiff and the defendant." 
Winter said: "Unfortunately, 
it has been presented on an 
emotional slogan basis without 
facing the facts. As one New 
York legislator put it, it is a 
politician’s dream; you get more 
back; pay léss; and get it quick­ 
er. How can anyone fght that

Scientists Stage 
Airborne Chase 
Of Sun Eclipse 


SPOKANE. Wash 
(AP) - 
D e l i g h t e d scientists drank 
champagne toasts to the suc­ 
cessful airborne chase of an 
eclipse of the sun. which thev 
say is certain to yield new find­ 
ings about the fiery orb. 
“We expect to find all sorts 
of new things.’’ said a beaming 
Dr. 
Arthur 
Cox, 
the 
ex­ 
pedition’s 
leader, 
after 
the 
team of astronomers recorded 
the pearly white grandeur of 
the solar corona Monday. 
The corona is the ring of hot 
gases that stream millions Gf 
miles out into space. Scientists 
hope that by studying it they 
can find clues to how the sun 
interacts with earth and inter­ 
feres with man's activities. 
Crowded into a converted Air 
Force cargo jet stuffed with 15 
tons of scientific gear, the sci­ 
entists, from the Los Alamos 
(N.M.) 
Scientific 
Laboratory, 
intercepted the eclipse 39.000 
feet 
over 
the 
Arctic 
Circle 
northeast of ice-filled Hudson 
Bay 
in 
Canada's 
Northwest 
Territories. 
As the shadow of the moon 
passing in front of the sun 
streaked southeastward at 1,000 
miles an hour, the flying labo­ 
ratory raced it, reaching 565 
miles per hour. This gave the 
scientists a precious 116 addi­ 
tional 
seconds 
during 
which 
they could view the sun totally 
obscured and see the white co­ 
rona etched against the black­ 
ness of space. 
They kept their instruments 
in this path of “totality” for 
three minutes and 45 seconds, 
and the results, except for a 
few minor problems, delighted 
everyone. 
When the sun vanished alto­ 
gether at 3:42 p.m. EDT, the 
airplane's interior was almost 
as dark as night. Astronomers 
hovering over their telescopes 
and 
radiation-measuring 
de­ 
vices used pencil flashlights to 
perform their duties. 
Outside, the ground was ob­ 
scured by a thick layer of 
clouds 
and 
the black, 
oval­ 
shaped lunar shadow could be 
seen 50 miles in opposite direc­ 
tions, with fluffy clouds bright­ 
ly lit by the sun beyond the 
shadow. The view was the most 
striking from the cockpit. 
“ Out in front of us after the 
eclipse passed us we could see 
this huge circular shadow 120 
miles wide moving across the 
clouds below us. It was the 
most fantastic sight I’ve ever 
seen,” said Maj. Dan Yergler, 
the pilot.

U.S. Jews Swinging Away From 
Liberalism; Many To Vote GOP 
By GEORGE W. CORNELL 
AP Religion Writer 
NEW YORK (AP) — A deep 
and extraordinary shift in the 
political outlook of American 
Jews is reported by many of 
their religious leaders, They ex­ 
pect 
Jews 
to 
vote 
pre­ 
dominantly 
Republican 
this 
year for the first time in U.S. 
history. 
“They’re swinging to the 
right,” says Rabbi Louis Bern­ 
stein, a. Jewish historian and 
president of the Rabbinical 
Council of America. “They’re 
disenchanted with trends in the 
liberal community.” 
Some others question this 
analysis. A group of 30 scholars 
this week took issue with it, 
maintaining that Jewish voters 
will stay within, the liberal, coa- 
ltion even though several fac­ 
tors mitigate against it. 
However, the estimate of a 
Jewish swing to conservatism 
was widely expressed by ortho­ 
dox rabbis from across the 
country attending the Council’s 
recent convention in Fallsburg, 
N.Y. They said the change was 
even stronger among lay con­ 
gregations than among the cler­ 
gy.“Nominally, the great major­ 
ity of Jews have been Demo­ 
crats, but it appears likely that 
most of them are going to jump 
the fence and vote for Nixon.” 
said Rabbi Joseph Rothstein, of 
Phil add phi a. 
If this happens, it will mark 
a watershed in the political ten­ 
dencies of Jews to American, 
society and the culimination of 
gradual developments whose 
symptoms have appeared occa­ 
sionally but which now may he 
coming to a head. 
“It seems quite clear that for 
the first time in this country, 
Jews will go Republican in 
overwhelming measure,” said 
Rabbi Dr. Noah H. Rosenblum, 
a professor at New York’s 
Yeshlva. University. 
However, the differing con­ 
clusion of a group of scholars 
and community leaders, whose 
views were assembled by the 
American Jewish Committe, is 
that most Jews will, stick to the 
liberal column, despite friction 
with some demands of blacks 
within it, and. concern about 
leftist antagonism of Israel. 
These also were among nu­ 
merous reasons cited by rabbis 
who detect a major shift in 
Jewish political sentiment. Oth­ 
er factors mentioned include: 
The general rise in the eco­ 
nomic status of Jews, their con­ 
fidence in President Nixon’s 
support for Israel against So­ 
viet-supplied Arab arms, their 
intensified 
anti-Communism, 
their resentment at moral per­ 
missiveness and attacks on tra­ 
ditional standards attributed to 
the so-called “new left,” their 
opposition to ethnic employ­ 
ment “quotas" and college 
“open admissions,, which they 
see as undermining the criteria 
of quality.

“Jews are very apprehensive 
of a whole cluster of images on 
the left, the riots, the student 
upheavals, the breakdown of 
traditional 
discipline,** 
Dr.. 
Rosenblum said. He said anoth­ 
er basic influence is that 
“they’ve moved, out of the 
working class and into the pro­ 
fessions, the middle and upper 
economic levels.** 
Throughout most of this cen­ 
tury, Jews previously have 
been strongly identified, with 
liberalism in this country, with 
the academic-intellectual sup­ 
port for social, reform, with the 
labor movement 
and civil 
rights struggle, and in the polit­ 
ical. lineup, heavily Democratic. 
However, “a lot of things 
have happened in the past dec­ 
ade to change their interests,” 
said Rabbi David Slav sky, of 
Columbus, Ohio, a member of 
the Humphrey campaign com­ 
mittee in that state. He added: 
“If it becomes a McGovern- 
Nixon contest, I’ll probably 
vote the Republican ticket for 
the first time in my life, and I 
think a majority of Jews are 
ready to cross party lines and- 
do the same.” 
Rabbi Abraham Leibtag, of 
Akron, Ohio, said he was con­ 
vinced that President Nixon’s 
“constant stabilizing support 
for Israel” would swing a ma­ 
jority of Jews to his side. 
In assessing various seg­ 
ments of the Jewish commu­ 
nity, the rabbis in interviews 
predicted most reform rabbis, 
leaders of Judaism’s liberal 
wing, will remain Democratic, 
as may some Conservative rab­ 
bis, the clergy of the middle 
Jewish group, but that most or­ 
thodox rabbis and most lay 
people of all three groups will 
vote Republican. 
However, there were those 
who disagreed. “There’s going 
to be a split among Jews in this 


electionit 
as among all Ameri­ 
cans," said Rabbi Morris Bek- 
ritsky, of Poughkeepsie, N.Y. 
If a Jewish swing to the right 
occurs, “it will be a major his­ 
toric shift,” said Rabbi Dr. Mil­ 
ton Kanter, of Skokie, Hi, a 
professor of psychology at Chi­ 
cago’s Mundelein College. “But 
I’m not so sure. 
“Nixon has delivered every­ 


thing he promised so far as Is­ 
rael if concerned. But the Jew­ 
ish. vote hag been so heavily 
Democratic, there may be noth­ 
ing that can change it.”
